IN the most astounding decision in 
NSW Soccer this year, the second 
grade grand final was declared to be 
a FINAL only 24 hours before the 
kick-off. 

It all came about because Ku-ring-gai, the premiers, 
allegedly played an ineligible player in their semi-final 
against Manly. 

Ku-ring-gai beat Manly in this game and progressed 
into the grand final. 

Manly went into the final against Sutherland and 
were comprehensively beaten 2-0 by the Sharks. This 
win earned Sutherland its spot in the grand final. 

The grand final was scheduled between Sutherland 
and Ku-ring-gai for Sunday September 30 at Marconi 
Stadium. 

On the Saturday it was advised that the game would 
be a final and the winner would play against Manly in a 
grand final on a date to be advised. 

The supporters at the Marconi Stadium were told 
that because of a “technicality” the scheduled grand 
final was only a final, 

Technicality indeed. The rules are very specific, a 
player must go onto the field for at least two of the last 
three games of the competition. Having the name on 
the team sheet is not sufficient. We all know that. 

These “technicalities” are being regularly broken. 

Croatia fell foul of them in the third grade in 1982, 
Avala last year and now this episode. 

Now that the final series has been seriously dis- 
rupted and the game taken further away from profes- 
sionalism I have questions to ask. 

1. If a team was in breach of a “technicality” during 
the final series, why were they allowed to continue in 
that series? Why were they given the opportunity to 
win the series? 

2. What fine is going to be imposed to discourage 
other clubs from being in breach of this and other 
technicalities. 

3. How can a team which has been beaten in both 
the major semi-final and then in the final be declared a 
starter in the grand final, 

4, If the major semi-final was declared null and void 
then the final should become the grand final. 

5. (This is probably the most pertinent question.) 
How come it took three weeks for the question to be 
Taised? Surely if the Federation is on the ball, the 
qualification of all players should be established so that 
this stupid situation would never arise. 

If we are to see ourselves as a professional sporting 
organisation then our administration from club level 
through to the ASF has to act in a professional manner 
and not allow repetition of this ludicrous situation.

J feel that the administrators are not aware of what the 
public is looking for, so here are some ideas. 

1, The team running last must be relegated unlike 1984, 
where a team 12 or so points off the pace is to be retained 
while a better team goes down, so disenchanting many 
supporters, 

2. Admission should be lowered from $5, thus en- 
couraging families back to the game. 

3. Clubs must advertise and promote the players. 
Coaches and club officials are better known than half the 
players. 

4, A programme listing players names and numbers 
should be compulsory, as spectators often don’t know who 
they are watching and therefore fail to associate them- 
selyes with the players. 

5. Australian jersey to be given only to those deserving 
of this honour, Too many poor players have been involved 
in Australian squads, thus down grading the honour of 
representing our country. The present Merlion squad is a 
typical example. 

6. No junior Soccer should be played in opposition to the 
NSL. Finish all local games by 1.30 Sunday. 

7. Spread the games over different days, not six games 
opposing each other on Sunday. Many of us like to take in 
more than one game each week, 

8. Clubs be made responsible for youth development, 
with NSL coach and players involved with youth teams. 

9, Imports be restricted to quality players with a proven 
record overseas. Clubs to present imports credentials to 
NSL for approval or otherwise. Players who step off the 
plane with their Manchester United bags have ripped off 
Australian Soccer for far too long. 

Finally, give us Soccer every week. The 1985 format 
gives us the chance to do this, but already the officials are 
talking of going to 12 or 14 teams in 1986, resulting in 
football every second week for club followers. While our 
team is interstate many find other interests and don’t come 
back.
